7. Moreover, regarding the claimed terms, the Examiner notes that a "general term must be 
understood in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug 283 Fo3d 1335, 1340, 
62 USPQ2d 1 151, 1 154 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Therefore the Examiner must interpret the claimed 
terms as found on pages 1-51 of the original specification. Clearly almost all the general terms 
in the claims may have multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is susceptible to various 
meanings. . . the inventor's lexicography must prevail. . . ." M. Using these definitions for the 
claims, the claimed invention was not reasonably found in the prior art.
